Charaatsr and i^acampUshrjtiBnta of a Good 
Mani—Hon, J, J, HussbI Pays a Mar- 
Itn* Tribute to the Msihory of ths 
UQCBBsed and HlS'Worth. 
From tho Gbarleaton, Mo., Democrat, 


The subject of this sketch, Col. H . 
J. Deal, after an eventfu|j life of about 
sixty-two years, full of Jhe varied ex- 
periences incident to an^active private 
and public life, peacefully passed away 
at his home in this city on the morning 
of the 2oth inst., 


He was born December i , 1829, at 
New Oxford, Pa., of Getman ancestry. 
His parents were Peter and Mary DiehK 
His father died in 1887, but his aged 
mother survives him, and is still living 
at the old home, where she has resided 
over sixty years. 


This was the childhood home of our 
departed friend, and the early teach- 
ings and 
impressions there received 
have had more influence than all else 
combined in the formation of his man- 
ly character that led him through his 
long life it) abhor an ignoble deed,and 
t ) bestow upon others so many acts of 
generosity and charity. In those days 
of his boyhood the sad scenes of to-day 
were hid from all human eyes behind 
the impenetrable veil of time that has 
since intervened. 
It was natural to 
have expected him to survive his moth- 
er, but she is a mourner over the death 
of her boy, and the old home of his 
boyhood is to-day the place of h^r grief 
and tears. 
How little do we know of 
the hour that the dread monster, death 
will approach? 
We only know that it 
is suiely coming and that on every suc- 
ceeding day we may sing that sweet 
song, "One Day Nearer Home." 


Col. Deal's early days as a child 
were an index to his after life,—full of 
innocent childish nieiriment, vivacious 
and energetic. 
So anxioiis and impa« 
tient was he to go out fh th« bro^d 
world that he saw before him, to enter 
the rugged battles of pfactical life for 
himself that his early education was al- 
most entirely neglected, but with his 
naturally strong fnlellect^his ready wit, 
his manly heart full of human sympa- 
thy, and with a strong physical consti^' 
tution, he at about the age of twenty 
years, after having learned the tanner's 
trade under his father, started into the 
world for himself with many hopes and 
ambitions. 
Whether or not his hoj^es 
then have been all realized we know 
not, but we can all testify that he has 
not lived in vain. 
His life has been 
worth the living, and the world has 
been made the better by his lite. 


He came west in 1850, stopped at 
St. Louis fur a time, where he worked 
at his trade. 
He also took a position 
as a cabin b o y o n the steamboat "Pike 
No. 2" and as such made a trip down 
the Mississippi River to New Orleans 
and return. 
His chief duty, as he has 
often said to his friends, was washing 
dishes. 
This fact is as a bright star in 
tbe firmament of his bright career. H e 
was struggling for a start in the world 
and was not ashamed to do any hon- 
orable labor to advance himseli. On 
his return to St. Louis he tecame ac- 
quainted with a friend who assisted him 
tJ start a tan yard in Paducah, Ky., 
where he then removed. 
He did well 
for a time, but suddenly fire destroyed 
his business, stock and tools, and left 
him again i>enniless and in debt. H e 
then clerked in a store lor William 
Keyser, who afterwards resided here, 
and did business a snort time for him- 
self. 
While in Paducah he became at» 
quainted with Mi^s Melvina Walters, 
now his heart broken widow. 
They 
were married March 4th, 1854. Mrs. 
Deal from that day till the hour of his 
death was a true, loving and devoted 
wife, the same in sunshine and ii) storm, 
ever watching over him, and adding all 
she could to his pleasure and comfort.

Col. Deal derived his title during the 
latter part of the war as Colonel of the

fie was first 
coroner of this county, afterwards serv- 
ed a term in the State Senate and sev- 
eral terms in the Lower House of the 
State Legislature. He was also a mem- 
ber of the famous war convention held 
in 1863 under the call by Gov. Gam- 
ble to take action upon the question of 
emancipation. As an official he was at- 
tentive, industrious, honest and faithful, 
and very popular with his associates. 


To within a few years of his death 
he attended all political co iventions of 
the party to which he belonged, and 
there was no man in the State who 
knew 
ore men, or one who was more 
.beloved by his friends than he. He was 
always so sincere, cheerful, genial and 
generous, that to know him was but to 
honor, admire and love him. 
But the 
traits of his character that made him 


his children and grand children. 


Col. Deal was a libeial man, always 
giving freely to any and all worthy ob- 
jects. 
Many churches have been built 
upon lots given by him, including the 
Catholic church in this place, the M. 
E. church in Bertrand and others. 


Many times, I am informed, he has 
given employment to men, who would 
seem to be needy, homeless and friend- 
less, purely to assist them, when he did 
not need their labor. 
For many years 
it was common for us all when a strang- 
er would enquire for work to send him 
to Col. Deal. In tact, all strangers 
coming to town upon any worthy mis- 
sion were nearly always referred to 
Col. Deal for information and assist- 
ance. 
H e was always ready to con- 
tribute what he could towards the in-- 
ducing of immigration, new enterprises 


home and his home people, his charity 
for all humankind and the genial sun- 
shine of his nature. No man within my 
knowledge ever did more to help young 
men either by encouraging words or 
substantial aid than Col. Deal. 
I ap- 
preciate the full force of this statement 
as one ot the recipients of his munifi 
cence, and I will ever hold him in 
grateful remembrance. My lather died 
before I was of full age. Col. Deal and 
his wife welcomed me to their home 
and made it a home for me for more 
than seven years. I wanted to go to 
law-school, I did not have the money 
nor property to secure it; 1 was already 
ia debt for my last year's schooling. 
He and his partner at that time told 
me to go and 11 call upon them for 
what money I needed and they would 
lend it to me—they did so. Col. Deal 
has ever since been my frieud; through 
the long years of my intimate associa- 
tion and acqtiaintance with him natu- 
rally asked him for many kindnesses 
and often substantial favors, never did 
he refuse one, nor even hesitate one 
moment to grant my request. For this 
I have loved him and will always re- 
vere his memory. 
He had an innate 
love for all humanity, and never miss- 
ed an opportunity to relieve one in a 
distressed condition. 
Friend or foe 
when in trouble might approach him 
with the same assurance of assistance 
and sympathy. 
His name upon bonds 
has kept many inen from sufTering the 
tortures of imprisonment. The consid- 
erations that moved him to this were 
not selfish; it was his love of humaniiy 
and warm sympathetic nature. It was 
usually the poor, meek and lowly that 
he favored most in this regard. 
Their 
standing and inflaence were not con- 
sidered. 
Tne questions were w.th him 
«'can I lighten his burden of life? Can 
1 gladden his heari? Or can I save his 
wife or children a sigh or a tear?" 


Nor did he mean to endorse the crime 
that may have been committed. While 
he conaemned the deed, yet knowing 
the weakness of human nature, he sym- 
pathized with the unfortunate, even if 
guilty. Proof of his noble spirit of for- 
giveness was exhibitfid in 1875, when 
a stranger in this place became angry 
and shot at him with a pis ol upon the 
streets, 
He was arrested and 
being 
without friends was al>out to be incar- 
cerated, when Col. Deal, true to the 
impulse of his nature, volunteered to 
sign a bond to keep him out of prison 
who an hour before was his deadly foe. 


His noble manhood was made bright- 
er by his chilalric bravery, of which I 
giv^ the following incident; In his

Col, Deal was also the lather ol the 
watermelon industry of Southeast Mis- 
souri. 
When he began it, land 
now 
worth $40 was worth but $5 ix:r acre-. 
Money from July to September ww 
scarce in the lower counties of the re- 
gion. 
Now, in these months, it is 
abundant, rivaling the amount produc- 
ed from corn from November to Janu- 
ary. 
Through his foresight more than 
3,000 cars of treight from this one re- 
source is given the Iron Mountain rail- 
way annually, thereby making the Bel- 
mont Branch thereof self sustaining; 
and doubtless saving to our people that, 
railway, which, before Col. Deal began- 
the watermelon enterprise, was not 
paying and might have been abandon- 
ed. 
His sagacity has given 
thrift, 
homes and employment to very many 
men who without it would be strug- 
gling for an existence. 


Whilo Ool. Deal has in the main been eminent- 
ly succosiful ho ha? bad many reverses and buii- 
nesa careb, and it was in these hours of trial 
when he waa toilinc and strutfxunK afcalnat ad- 
verse fortune tnat his atrony cbaraotor haa «howna 
the brighter. The (5otton Belt Hailroad, when 
deeply indebted to him. failed. He waa in debt 
abou t ^ftU.poo, and had no money to pay it. Had . 
all hitj creditor« preajed him at onco they would 
have crowded him to tbe wall; gold all ho had, 
saonfioed h\s property» broken him up, and f>er- 
haps not realized one-half he ciwod thorn- 


Fonunatoly tor him and them, only pnrt aued 
at onco. At ooe term of tho court ovor 14,000 in 
judgmoiita were realixod against him, and at 
succeeding term lor years afterwardn judgment« 
wore obtRUied. He a! vvays managed In aomo way 
to pay those constantly pressing claims in time 
to savo a aacriQceof his property. In iillof thcfie. 
hia darkest hours, he seemingly maintained all 
of hifi native joyfumess. novt»r showing or ex— 
pre5.<ing doapoudoncy. Whilo in this ombarnws- 
ed coaiaion, ho was thought to be of doubtful 
solvency and somo ot his creditors offered to oom- 
promieg thoir claims at fifty cents on the dullar 
lie coald easily by ftisi^nmunt have paid all 
claims at that price, and savod one-half )r52o - 
Coo, but ho askod them to bo as oa^y on him ¿6 
they could. Uo owed tho money and would pay 
It, and he did. Every dollar he owed them baa 
boon paid, and he never discounted a debt that 
he owed one 8in;;Io cent* 


This speaki, volumes iu proof of hla absolute 
honor aud integrity as a man. Hie family is left 
in Independent oircumstaDces. He waa. whan 
an infant, bapuzod into tho Lutheran Church 
under the direction of hia parent«; and at about 
tho 8ge of fifteen became a muml^r in full ful- 
lowbhip^ WUen he came West no brouglit with 
him a Iciter from hia oixurch, but thoro being nu 
church here of that denomination ho never plac- 
ed his letter; but about throe voarsagu he jolnud 
the Baptist Church. Ho had often said in the 
last few months of his life that bo waa ready aud 
had no fear of death—aud ao diod lu the bright 
hope ol a better wurid. 


lie has often eaid he wanted to die at home 
and this wish he had. Ue diud at his own housol 
with his loving Ohriftian wife, hia two dutifui 
sons, and othoi relatives and friends, at his si ie 
watching every motion of their dying husband 
iuthor nJid friend, anxious to prolong his Jlfo or 
to alleviate bis suffering, llut how hojiele»a 
were wo to stay the hand of death! He poMei 
away without a struggle. Ho seemod to simidy 
breRthe his life away into a pencoful sleep. 


Funeral services were ootn noied at the resi- 
dence by Rev. Morgan ana Hev. Goldman of in« 
haPtlst and M K, Churuhos, alter which the odd 
Fellows, of which order he had been a member 
for about forty years, took char^o and interred 
all that was mortal of our friend in a vault at Oak 
(irovo Cemetery Tho funeral pro cess iun waa t La 
largest ever witnasaed from our city, and tho 
tears of tho hundreds in attundaoco expre^i^ud

The Prejudices of the Chinese. 


At the recent Congress of OrientalistsT 


Professor Schegel delivered aa address 
con.veyin<T sonae useful Mnts on. .Euro- 
pean commerce with Eastern countries, 
and gave some exmaples of the mistakes 
made by merchants ia sending out goods 
to China and Java. One instance he 
gave was the followins 


The CMnese are in the habit of boiling 


their rice In, Sat iroa boilers, These are 
very thin, and they burn through, very 
quickly. Some English firms thought it 
•would be a very good thing to make 
these boilers in England aad sead them 
to CMna. Accordingly a sMpload was 
seut to Hong Koag, aad were cheaper 
and stronger than the natives boilers; 
but after a few hundred . bad been sold, 
tbe Chinese would buy no more. 
They 


refused to give any reasoa to the mer- 
chants, but the professor asked some 
"of them, aad thcjy said to him, "Their 
boilers are much too expensive." He 
said, "Oh, but they are cheaper." They 
•said, "Oh, yes, but to boil them we have 
to use so much fuel. They are too 
thick, and before we caa get our rice 
boiled we have to .spend more ia the 
way of fuel than it would cost to renew 
our boilers every . few months." An- 
other merchant senfr out some magnetic 
horseshoes stamped with the Chinese 
dragon, but for this very reasoa the 
CMnese would have 
none of theox. 


Merchants did not sufficiently study the 
prejudices of the people with whom 
"they wished to trade. The Chinese were 


j very particular about lucky and anlucky 
colors. 
They liked English sewing 


needles, but would not buy many of 
! them because they were wrapped up in 
j black paper, black being an unlucky 
i color.

Tho Projudlcea of tho Chinese. 


At tho recent Congress of Orientalists, 
Professor Schegel delivered an address 
conveying some useful hints on Euro- 
pean commerce with Eastern countries, 
and gave some exmaples of the mistakes 
made by merchants in eendingout goods 
to China and Java. 
One instance ho 
gave was the following 


The Chinese are in the habit of boiling 
their nee in flat iron boilers. 
These are 
very thin, and they burn through very 
quickly. 
Some English firms thought it 
would be a very good thing to make 
these boilers in England and send them 
to China. 
Accordingly a shipload was 
sent to Hong Kong, and were cheaper 
and stronger than the natives boilers; 
but after a few hundred had been sold» 
the Chinese would buy no more. 
They 
refused to give any reason to the mer- 
chants, 
but the professor asked some 
of them, and they said to him, "Their 
boilers are much too expensive." 
He 
said, "Oh, but they are cb'iaper." 
Tney 
said, "Oh, yes, but to boil them we have 
to use so much fuel. 
They are too 
thick, and before we can get our 
rice 
boiled we have to spend more in the 
way of fuel than it would cost to renew 
our boilers every 
few months." 
An- 
other merchant sent out some magnetic 
horseshoes stamped with the Chinese 
dragon, but for this very reason the 
Chinese would have 
none of 
them. 
Merchants did not sufficiently study the 
prejudices of the 
people with whom 
they wished to trade. 
The Chinese were 
very particular about lucky and unlucky 
colors. 
They 
liked English 
sewing 
needles, but would not buy many of 
them because they were wrapped up in 
black paper, black being au unlucky 
color. 
Another man developed a very 
good trade in printed Chinese calendars, 
and that trade continued good until he 
commenced printing his calendars on 
green paper, when his trade closed. 
He 
wondered why until he discovered that 
green was an unlucky color.—8cienti/if

were followed by the hydraulic. To-day 
-the principle of construction involved in 
-each class is identical with the original, 
but the improvements in power, speed 
.aad safetr hare been wonderful. The 
business of constructing passenger and 
freight elevators has reached enormous 
proportions, and is growing -svith great 
laoiditv. At present more than 4000 
-elevators are used daily in this city. 


The maximum speed of the fastest 


passenger elevators which have ever 


' been built is 1500 feet f minute, a rate 
-of one mile in three minus.es and a frac- 
tion. Sunol can do the distance, ac- 
cording to her latest performance, in 
.2.08J,0 while the railroad locomotive 
•with'ti mile-a-minute speed is easily the 
leader* Passenger elevators, however, 
.are like fast trotters and locomotive* in 
this respect, that they do not always 
travel at top speed. 


With the modern elevator almost aay 


caught bv the elevator between the ear 
and" tbeioor or the ceiling they are 
killed in nine out of ten cases. 


The comparative advantages of steam, 


hydraulic and electric elevators resolve 
themselves into a question of situation 
and circumstances. 
For o£5ce buildings 


in large cities the hydraulic at present 
possesses the advantage' over the steam 
elevator. It is quicker in its movements, 
responds more readily to the operators 
and has intrinsic elements of safety not 
possessed by the steam worked one. 


Xo comparison can yt-t be made be- 


tween the hydraulic and the electric ele- 
vator, as the principle of the latter is 
comparatively new, and makers do not 
yet know what its usefulness is. At 
present some manufacturers and electric 
power companies are endeavoring to 
come to an understanding.

Jt»e wondered at. 
Steam elevators camo 
first, and than ten years afterward they 
were followed by tho hydraulic. 
To-day 
the priiiciplo of construction involved in 
-each class is identical with the original, 
but Jho improvements in power, speed 
findfeaicty have boon wonderful. 
The 
^businoss of constructinpT passenjrcr and 
freight olevatorA has reached enormous 
proportions, and is growing with groat 
rapidity. 
At present more than 40U0 


elevators arc used daily in this city. 


The maximum speed of 
the fastest 
passenger elevators 
which 
have 
ever 
been built is 1500 feet t> minute, a rate 
-of one mile in three minuies and a frac- 
tion. 
Sunol can do tho distance, ac- 
cording to her latest pcrformauce, in 
,2.081-, while tho railroad 
locomotive 
with a mile-a-minute speed is easily the 
leader^ 
Passenger elevators, 
however, 
arc like fast trotters and locomotivoi in 
thiii respect, that thoy do not always 
travel at top speed. 


With the modern elevator almost any 
:;fipeed desired can be obtained; it all de- 
pends on tho power used and the distance 
traveled. 
In 
a building which has a 
shaft of 250 feet—and they are few—a 
speed of 800 to 1000 feet a minute^ can 
be attained.' On a rise of 150 feet it is 
^casy to get a speed of 750 feet a minute 
with a weight of 1000 pounds aboard 
the elevator. 


In this city the fastest elevators are iu 
the Union Trust Company'^ building, on 
Broadway, near Wall street. 
They can 
shoot up or down, carrying 3000 pound 
•cargoes at a speed o£ 600 feet a minute. 
When tested with lighter weights they 
have traveled from 800 to 900 feet in a 
minute. 
But Mr. Brown says that in his 
opinion tho average spe^d of elevators in 
office buildings in and around New York 
is 300 feet a minute. 
It is best adapted 
for work, and erporience has demonstra- 
'led that more passengers can be carried 
daily in a car going at that speed in the 
ordmary large buildmg 
than 
at 
any 
other. 


In mines, where the run is long and 
-frequently exceeds 1000 feet, the cages 
^ go up and down at; a surprising rate, but 
there the power is supplied by larger 
winding engines. 
It is not unusual tor 
such cages to spurt at the rate of a mile 
an every .two minutes. 
To accomplish 
•that a treinendous steam engine of 500 


Pawcngrrs frequently try to board a 
ear after it starU, with tho result that if 
caught bv the elevator between the car 
and 
the'lloor or the ceiling thoy are 
killed in nine out of ten cases. 


The comparative advantages of steam, 
hvdraulic and clectric elevators resolve 
themselves into a question of situation 
and circumstances. 
For office buildings 
in large cities tho hydraulic at present 
possesses tho advantage over the steam 
elevator. It is quicker in its movements, 
responds more readily to the operators 
and has intrinsic elements of safety not 
possessed by tho steam worked one. 


No comparison 
can yet be made be- 
tween the hydraulic nnd the electric ele- 
vator, as the principle of the latter is 
comparatively new, and makers do not 
yet know what 
its usefulness is. 
At 
present sonic manufacturers and electric 
power companies arc 
endeavoring 
to 
cnme to an understanding. 
The electric 
elevator, for the time being, is tho most 
expensive of all. 
This is due to tho fact 
that new mchincry and new plants arc 
requirpd. Hydraulic power for elevators 
has L^en in 
use for thirty years, and 
when electricity has been applied to the 
same purpose for that time, or half that 
time, it is not improbable it aviU prove 
the cheaper of the two.—iV. 
Sun.

The increase in the'size'of elevators 
^ -goes on in keeping with the rapid im- 
'provement 
in 
other directions. 
The 
largest passenger cars in tho world 
are 
.now in course of construction across^ the 
Hudson at Wcehawken under tho super- 
vision of Engineer Brown. 
These clc- 
vators, of which there arc three, arc de- 
tsignod to carry 135 persons on each trip. 
The cargo is equivalent to ten tons of 
.freight. 


They 
will be owned by the North 
Hudson County Railway Company. 
A 
•viaduct 875 feet in length has been built 
out from the Palisades to a point above 
•the ferry depot. 
From tho rails on the 
viaauct to the river level, the distance 
is 150 feet. 
An elevator shaft of that 
.<ixtent is now building, and 
passei^gers 
who cross the ferry will be transferred to 
- t h e elevators and thence to the train», 
instead of ascendiiig the Palisades by the 
in^Hned railway, as heretofore. 
Each 
elector will bo worked by a force of

Starting at an incline of 
lifty-four degrees,they run for a distance 
of 250 leet, then around a vertical curve 
of fifty feet radius,and then at an inclino 
averaKing about seventy-eight degrees. 


From an- elevator point of view the 
now Masonic Temple building in Chi- 
cago will bo the most important in tho 
world. 
It will have twenty-four cars 
built in a circular shaft having a 250- 
foot rise. 
There will bo express eleva- 
tors, way and freight trains. 
The first 
will go up to the top floor without stop- 
ping, while the others will stop either at 
.every floor or at the fifth, tenth,fifteenth 
nnd so on. 
They will not run at full 
-speed, probable because passengers do 
not like the sensation of flying. 


With tho present safety devices it is 
just 13 safe to run fast as it is to run 
-slow. 
Accidents are very few and aro 
invaribly due to negligence or careless- 
ness on the part of the elevator atten- 
dants or of the pissengers.

A very nice mince loaf is made as fol- 
lows: To the pieces cut from a stewed 
knuckle-bono of veal or mutton add a 
small cooked slice of bacon and a small 
onion which has been sliced and fried 
brown in half a teaspoonful of butter. 
Chop very fine, season with a quarter 
of 
a teaspoonful of pepper, 
^ Break 
in an ogg and 
mix lightly into 
a 
loaf. 
If the bacon has not seasoned it 
sufficiently add half a teaspoonful of 
salt. Have a small baking dish buttered. 
Then take a cupful of cold boiled rico 
or hominy and line the dish thinly, bot- 
tom and sides. Put in a layer of tho meat 
and another of rico without butter. 
Put 
over the top a layer of 
fine 
bread- 
crumbs,lay the bits of butter evenly over 
them and bake in a moderate oven for 
half an hour. 
It should be brown and 
crisp. 
When cold, slice this and serve 
for luncheon iu a dish trimmed with 
parsley. 
Good beef, mutton or 
pork 
dripping will often effectually take the 
place of butter, with even more savory 
results.—J^/ew York World.

Tramfs in Cumberland 
Ceunty. 


As heretofore stated in thia paper. 
Judge Sadler, at the last Court, di- 
rected the Grand Jury of Cumber- 
land county to inquire into all tbe 
features of the tramp nuisance as af- 
fecting that county; and the follow- 
ing is the substance of tbe report of 
said Grand Jury made after a pretty 
thorough investigation: 


The jury reports that committing 
of vagrants is a public nuisance; that 
a ring is established for this work; 
that certain justices and constables of 
Carlisle have by petty rewards and 
bribes induced tramps to be commit- 
ted iu order to obtain the fees, and 
that tramps were admitted to the jail 
upon the presentation of a slip of pa 
per containing the words "Admit the 
bearer;" no dishonesty was found in 
the purchase of clothing, although a 
change for the better could be made; 
that one vagrant and his wife have 
cost the county during the past 15 
years, for commitments and boarding 
the sum of $4,000; that grocerymen 
of Carlisle visit the jail twice a week 
and take orders for goods from the 
vagrants for which they pay sums of 
money ranging from three to five dol- 
lars weekly, and that butchers fur- 
nished them meat; that pensions are 
h 
]g drawn by some of the vagrants 
a^u that many others are about to 
apply for pensions; that the method 
of trial and conviction is irregular 
and illegal; that during December, 
January and February the young and 
more ablebodied are committed, and 
after one visit they are attracted back 
by the superior accommodations we 
offer in the shape of pleasant and 
agreeable heat, delicious food, and 
the privilege of ordering more dainty 
articles, and the entertainment fur- 
nished by a glee club; 300 vagrants 
at one time have been accommodated 
at the jail. 
The jury recommend the 
arrest of all able-bodied vagrants un- 
der 55 years of age, give thi-m a trial 
under the "Tramp act," and punish 
them according to the law, [a^ has 
been done from the start in Adams 
county, to the no light mitigation of 
tbe nuisance;] favoring liberal salar- 
ies to all public officials, particularly 
the sheriff; that tramps should be 
confined in a sepsrote building for 
the welfare of ordinary prisoners; the 
working of tramps was never success- 
ful, they being too lazy to work; rec- 
ommend a reduction in the amount 
pai*l for boarding tramps to four 
cents a day, thus securing the co-op- 
eration of the sheriff in ridding the 
county of these nuisances, as all prof- 
its, at four cents a day, would be 
taken from the business.

In using tarred felt for roofing the 


poultry-house, it is important that a coat- 
iag of gas-tar, or some such paint, be 
applied as sooa as the paper i* put on. 
This i« a matter frequently neglected, 
and the consequence is that the paper Is 
more liable to be injured by strong winds. 
The gas-tar should be applied every six 
moaths until the roof is two years old. 
Alter that time it will be a thick roof, 
and as hard as tin, lasting for many 
years, and effectually keeping out cold 
and dampness. It only requires a little 
extra care for the first two years, when 
it can be left to do service, and it will 
prove to be as cheap and durable as any 
roof that can be made.—Farm and fire- 
tide.

station to find the form of nitrogen best 
adapted to wheat, and further, if there 
•was any advantage in fractional applica- 
tions of the different forms, nitrogen was 
applied to every alternate plat, so that 
each plat that received nitrogen was com- 
pared with a plat on. each side of it that 
received no nitrogen. 
The plats were 


forty-nine feet four inches by four"feet. 
[n all the same amount of nitrogen was 
applied to each plat receiving nitrogen. 


On certain plats the nitrogen, was all 


applied in the fall, on others one-half 
was applied in the fall and one-half at 
the opening of spring, and on. others 
one-third in the fall, one-third April 15 
and one-third May IS, when the heads 
were just appearing. The results showed 
that in no case was any marked advan- 
tage derived from fractional applications, 
while in the case of the ammonia com- 
pounds a decided advantage arose from 
making the full application in the fall. 


Hltrate of soda gavs a gain of 93.4 per 


cent, of grain and* 105.5 per cent, of 
straw. Sulphate of ammonia gave a 
gain of 64.6 per c -nt. of grain and 73.8 
per cent, of straw, while dried blood 
gave a gain of 54.4: per cent, of grain 
and 6.60 per cent, of straw. From Ihe 
fact that the applications of nitrate in 
one lot in the fall gave as good results, 
as those in three fractions, it is inferred 
that there is really not so much danger 
Of loss of nitrates as many authorities 
•would lead us to believe.—New York

the soil with diSereat fertilizing mate- j 
rials, and get the reply in the crops pro- j 
dnced. Tae chief use of fertilizers is to 
supply plant food. 
It is good farming 


to make the most of ths natural resources 
of the soil and of the manures produced 
on the farm, and to depend upon ar- 
aficial fertilizers only to furnish what 
more is needed. It is not good economy 
;o pay high prices for materials which 
the soil itself may yield, bnt it is good 
economy to supply the lacking ones in 
the cheapest way." 


Probably the most valuable practical 


work that these experiment stations have 
done has been to analyze these various 
commercial fertilizers which are offered j 
for sale by manufacturers. In some oi i 
the States, in 2Sew Jersey, for instance, j 
the fertilizers 
are analyzed, and 
the i 


qualities of chemicals found in each j 
sample compared with what the manu- 
facturer claimed that the composition 
contained. 
So as to make this perfectly 


plain, the money value of the chemicals 
found in each sample is noted, and com- 
pared with the price charged by the 
manufacturer. 
Some startling results 


have been shown. One fertilizer selling, 
sav, at §25 per ton would be found to 
have a value of §23; another," selling at 
§40 a ton, would be found to be worth 
only $15; and in one instance I recall 
the manufacturer charged §43 a ton f01 
his complete fertilizer, and the chemise 
found that its actual value was only 
$2.50. Bulletins like these have cer- 
_ 


tainly done great p;ood. for they have 
warned farmers from buying inferioi 
chemicals, and they have compelled man- • 
ufaeturers to keep their compositions up 
to the advertised standard. When there . 
is more universal education among the J 
farmers it will only be necessary to ex- 
•• 


press the values of fertilizers in cheaii- j 
cal terms. 
"We have the authority of j 


the "United States Agricultural Depart- j 
ment for thestatment that in the States • 
where experiment stations have long 
been established the greater number of 
the farmers now need nothing more than 
these chemical terms to guide them IE 
selecting the special fertilizers needed 
in given cases.—Harper's

This is a matter frequently neglected, 
and the consequcnco is that the paper is 
mora liable to be injured by strong winds. 
The gas-tar should be applied every six 
months until the roof is two years old. 
After that time it will be a thick roof, 
and as hard as tin, lasting for many 
years, and eilectually keeping out cold 
and dampness. 
It only requires a little 
extra care for the first two years, when 
it can be left to do service, and it will 
prove to be as chcap and durable as any 
roof that can be made.—^ar/n arkd Fin- 
tide, 


XITROGEX FOU WaBA.T. 


In experiments made at the Indiana 
filation to find the form of nitrogen best 
adapted to wheat, and further, if there 
was any advantage in fractional applica- 
tions of the different forms, nitrogen was 
applied to every alternate plat, so that 
each plat that received nitrogen was com- 
pared with a plat on each side of it that 
received no nitrogen. 
Tho plats were 
forty-nine feet four inches by four feet. 
In all the same amount of nitrogen was 
applied to cach plat receiving nitrogen. 


On certain plats the nitrogen was all 
applied in the fall, on others one-half 
was applied in the fall and one-half at 
the opening of spring, and 
on 
others 
one-third in the fall, one-third April 15 
Und one-third May IS, when the heads 
were just appearing. The results showed 
that in no case was any marked advan- 
tage derived from fractional applications, 
while in the case of the ammonia com- 
pounds a decided advantage arose from 
making the full application in the fall« 


Nitrate of soda gave a gain of 98,4 per 
cent, of grain an(l"105.5 per cent, 
of 
straw. 
Sulphate of ammonia 
gave 
a 
gain of 64.6 per c nt. of gram and 73.8 
per cent, of straw, whilo 
dried blood 
gave a gain of 54.4 per cent, of grain 
and 6.60 per cent, of straw. 
From the 
fact that the applications of nitrate in 
one lot in the fall gave as good results 
as those in thtiSe fractions, it is inferred 
that there is really not so much danger 
Of loss of nitrates as many 
authorities 
Ipould lead us to believe.—J^ew York 
Wc^ld. 


X SYMPOSIUM ON DBHORNINa. 


The Orange County Farmer has made 
up a symposium of notes about the ellects 
of dehorning cows. A writer in the Jtr^ 
%ey Bulletin 
is fully persuaded that a 
mooley bull can kill a man as easily as a 
horned one, the only advantage in his 
favor being that he will 
not so badly 
disfigure the corp.se. 
Does he think the 
Spaniards would enjoy a bull fight with 
Ihe horns sawed olf? 
That the mooley 
bull or cow can hit fi hard blow with 
their heads is true, but as to being dan- 
gerous when any reasonable amount of 
caution is used, we cannot see it. Again, 
an English authority says the highest 
English courts have unanimously 
de- 
Sjlared dehorning to be cruel and illegal. 
The Scotch judges ailirm that no cruelty 
need be involved. 
Again, a Connec- 
ticut farmpr while crossing a pasturo went 
out of his way to pat a '»gentle*' bull as 
had been his amiable but indiscrect cus* 
.tom. 
Ho was charged upon 
by the 
treacherous beast and only rescued from 
a horrible death by the tiiaely arrival of 
muscular neighbors who happened 
to 
witness the danger. 
We remember old 
Mr. Philip Swigert tried this with 
his 
fine Jersey bull that knockedihim clown, 
put his horns on each side of his body 
and pushed him down the hill, the grass 
being nicely frosted. Wlien both of thorn 
reached a largo log Mr. Svvigert thonght 
Ws time had come, but he whipped out a 
large pocket knife and cut the bull's 
throat. 


Waldo F . Brown romarks that he is 
•of the opinion that in 
ten 
years from 
now, or perhaps less, a herd of cattle 
with horns will be as- hard to find as a 
herd of mooieys has been in the past. 
The practice of dehorning is growing in 
favor, and he has yet to find iho man. 
who has dehorned a herd 
who is not 
pleased with tho results, and Mr. Brown 
might have added further that> such a 
man is not only pleased, but continues to 
practice it. 


From the New York Tribune still an- 
other item is taken to the cHect that hav- 


ing referred 
to the peacctulncss 
nna 
sociability of polled cattio he says: But 
put one horned cow into tho pasture with 
the polls and she spoils it all. 
U she sees 
the polls enjoying mutual protection she 
will scatter their phalanx, if to do it she 
has to go across a fifty-acre field with 
tho thermortietcr at 100 degrees, Fahren- 
heit. 
Could anyone 
ask 
better argu- 
ments in favor of taking off tho horns. 


KXPERIMENTS WITH FKRTILTZEUS. 


Farmers in tho older States are spend, 
ing millions of dollars annually for com. 
mercial fertilizers. 
In this country, a! 
in Europe, they have become an absolute 
necessity on worn-out soils; but to make 
them profitable it is neccssary that they 
should fit the wants of the soil and crops 
for which they are used. 
If a farmei 
buys potash for land which abounds in 
potash but needs phosphoric acid, he of 
course losses. 
The fundamental princi- 
ple in tho use of commercial fertilizers 
is to select those materials which supply 
in the best forms and at the lowest cost 
the plant food v/hich the crop needs and 
the soil fails to furnish. 


In order to enable farmers to find out 
the wants of their own soils and the best 
way of supplying them, and at the same 
time to get light upon the properties of 
soils in different sections of the country, 
a number of experiment stations are in- 
troducing 
«oil tests 
with 
fertilizers, 
which arc largely conducted both by tho 
stations and also by individual farmers 
on their own farms. 
Of course many of 
the experiments are failures, but many 
practical men who have engaged in this 
work have declared that they have thus 
learned a great deal which is practically 
useful and highly instructive. 


The results of these tests in general 
show that *'soils vary greatly iu their 
capabilities of supplying food to crops. 
Duierent 
ingredients 
are deficient 
in 
different soils. 
The best way to learn 
what materials are proper in any given 
case is by observation and experiment. 
The rational method for determining what 
ingredients of plant food a soil fails to 
furnish in abundance, and how these un-- 
furnished materials can be most economi- 
cally supplied, is to put the question to 
tho soil with different fertilizing mate- 
rials, and get the reply in the crops pro- 
duced. 
Tne chief use of fertilizers is to 
supply plant food. 
It is good farming 
to make the most of the natural resources 
of the soil and of the manures produced 
on the farm, and to depend upon ar- 
tificial fertilizers only to furnish what 
more is needed. 
It is not good economy 
to pay high prices for materials which 
the soil itself may yield, but it is good 
economy to supply the lacking ones in 
the che.ipest way." 


Probably the most valuable practical 
work that these experiment stations have 
done has been to analyze these various 
commercial fertilizers which are offered 
for sale by manufacturers. 
In some ol 
the States, in New Jersey, for instance, 
the 
fertilizers 
are analyzed, and 
the 
qualities of 
chemicals found 
iu 
each 
sample compared with what the -nanu- 
facturer 
claimed 
that the composiyion 
contained. 
So as to make this pcrrGCtly 
plain, the money value of the chemicals 
found in each sample is noted, and com- 
pared with the 
price charged by the 
manufacturer. 
Some startlins: 
results 
have been shown. One fertilizer selling, 
say, at $25 per ton 
would bo found to 
have a value of §23; another, selling at 
$40 A ton, would be found to be worth 
only $15; and in one instance I recall 
the manufacturer charged $43 a ton fot 
his complete fertilizer, and the chemist 
found that its actual 
value was only 
$2.60. 
Bulletins like these have cer- 
tainly done great i^ood, for they have 
warned 
farmers 
from 
buying inferioi 
chemicals, and they have compelled man- 
ufacturers to keep their compositions uj 
to the advertised standard. 
When there . 
is more universal education among the | 
farmers it will only be necessary to ex- 
press the values of fertilizers in chemi- 
cal terms. 
We have 
the authority of 
the United States Agricultural Depart- 
ment for thestatment tliat in the States 
where experiment 
stations 
have 
long 
been established tho greater number ol 
the farmers now need nothing more than 
these chemical terms to 
guide 
them iu 
selecting the special fertilizers 
needed 
in given, cases,—Harper^a Weekly.
